Some persons, no doubt, felt 
the disappcintment of not hearing the charming music of that Opera, 
but numbers were well satisfied with the idea of seeing the above tien- 
tioned sterling Comedy, mid so a very vorsidcrable audience were 
assembled, who had no reason to regret ‘having taken their setite. As 
ihe representation of the Comedy was a Work of Jiwste, it will net 
surprise any one, that we have to state aur hevitig-seen it acted here 
in a superior manner, taking it ‘altogether. Yet tliere was the Sir 
Peler Veazle, of My. 'Trxny ; the Lady Teagle, of Mrs. Davison ; 
the Charles Surface, of Mr. Enursren, &c. &e. to admire. ‘The 
acting of Mr. Trrnry in his character was good ; partaking, of course, 
of all his peculiarities—the stifY gait—the angular action—the rigid 
look—the hard tore—yet he bore his humor about him, and made 
us feel its force on many eecasions. Nlirs. Davison has long triumphed 
in Lady Teazle: she is perfect mistress of the character; and in 
wheedling her Sir Peter, is sure always to win over her audience. 














Mr. Exxiston is ever vivacious as the gay Charles—in this cha- 
racter he is second to none but Mr.C. Kempre. For our saying he is 
second at all to any one, he must pardon us—it is our provinee to 
speak the truth, and not to flatter. We have no unjust nor unworthy 
motives to influence our opinions, or conduct, whatever false notions 
may be formed us. We scoru to waduly uphold any ivdividual or 
body who possesses merit, at the expense of another who is likewise 
entitled to distinction. ‘fhis will be understood where we mean it 
should.
